essence of Democracy—no bolting—bolting ii 
death to us [politicians]—vote always for the 
regular nominee—Democrats have no more 
ri^ht to dispute the decrees of their leaders, 
and especially of a Convention, than a soldier 
has to disobey the orders of his general—whnt 
would be thought of a soldier who should pre- 
tend to know as much as a general—[Whnt a 
perfect contempt for the people Mr. Coon 
must have, to speak of them thus publicly, as 
tools and slaves!]—if a man gets the nomina- 
tion of a Convention, it is prima facie evidence 
that he is a Democrat, and a good man. He 
would put in this claim first, lor Mr. Elmore. 
.True, he had been brought tip a Whig, had 
wrhnps foolishly called himself a Whig, nnd 
lad acted with the Whig party, but all we ask 
of n mnn is, Does he go for Democratic prin- 
iples. [Then why not vote for Mr. Durkee, 
whom nil the speakers declared went for "that 
wne."] Calling a bear a dog, don't make him 


dog. [Suggestive metaphor !] Durkee is a

The next speaker was Mr. James, -who has 


been a candidate for a nomination to some 
office, at every election, ever since -we knew 


him. 
He joined the Free Soil party, two 


years ago, to get the nomination to Congress, 
and by packing the delegates from this coun- 
ty, he nearly succeeded; but after his failure, 
bis zeal suddenly cooled, as was remarked at 
the time by Free Boilers, and he merely kept 
up appearances till after election. Last fall 
lie sold out his share in the Free Soil party— 
as Mr. Elmore did—for the hope of a nomina- 
tion to Congress, and, failing at the Conven- 
tion, he sold out his delegates to Mr. Elmore, 
for tho reversion of the nomination in '52.

He spoke, of course, against 


the abolition party—said Mr. Elmore was the 
equal of all the Rochester candidates—we sup- 
pose because he out-generaled them all—and 
as good as any man who had ever been voted 
for in this District.

but 3 Northern Whigs—and a majority of 
the Democratic party in the House voted for 
it; that for tbis law the National Democrat- 
ic party ia just as responsible ns the Whig 
President; that Mr. Cass, on two separate oc- 
casions, voted against an amendment to the 
bill giving to the subjects of it the right of 
Habeas Corpus and the right of trial by jury; 
that Millard Fillmore—whom our columns 
testify, we have never shielded for deserved 
censure—in signing this bill, but acted on the 
Whig doctrine of No Veto. 


We submit, then, to all candid men—to all 


lovers of truth, that Mr. Smith—a man of high 
intelligence, marked ability, and making pre- 
tensions to honor and fair dealing, in coming 
forward in a public assembly, and charging 
the passage of this bill of abominations solely 
upon the Whigs, and exonerating the Demo- 
crats from all responsibility for its enactments 
has discredited himself, and is deserving of 
severe reprehension. 
We are sorry to be 


obliged to speak thus of Mr. Smith, for whom 
during the past two years, we have cherished 
an increasing regard. No party has a right 
to demand such a service of any man, and no 
man has any right to yield such bcrvice to any 
party. And when men thus set at defiance 
the facts of history, for party purposes, it is 
the duty of a free press to expose and re- 
prove them sharply. 


Mr. Smith labored hard to enforce the duty 


of sticking to the regular nominations, and 
said he had a right to speak, because he him- 
self had suffered from the same neglect oi 
that duty, [when Judge Hubbell, as an inde- 
pendent candidate run him off the track.— 
Perhaps he also referred to his bolting John 
White, when he was a candidate. We sup- 
pose the understanding now is, that Mr. Smith 
is to support Mr. White for Sheriff, and Mr. 
White is to support Mr. Smith for Judge, 
•when Judge Hobbell's term expires.] 


After he had finished, Mr. James, who 


stumped it ayaimt Cass, in '48, whispered in 
his car another point, which Mr. Smith re- 
peated, viz: That in '52, the choice of Presi- 


Caiolina would require him to go for slavery, I dent might devolve on the House of lleprc- 


entatives, and that it was all-iinpcrtant to 
lect Mr. Elmore, who would \ote for the 
'National Democratic Candidate—[who is to 
e Lewis Cass or some man like him.] So 
hat Democrats are called on to repudiate Mr. 
)urkee, and vote for Mr. Elmore, for the sake 
f securing the election of another slavery-cx- 
ansion President.
